Record Turnout 


Cronin Returned 
To State Legislature 


Andover will continue to have 
representation in the state leg« 
islature as a result of Tuesday’s 
record vote which, coupled with 
returns from North Andover re- 
turned Paul W, Cronin as repre= 
sentative in the 138th Essex dis= 
trict, 

A record turnout of 10,732 voters 
cast their ballots for the first time 
electronically, and had results 
known the earliest within recent 
history, 

Andover, which now will have 
represéntation by four legislators, 
supported the home town candi« 
dacies of both Cronin and Warren 
C, Lafferty, who was challenging 
the re-election of Lawrence P, 
Smith of Lawrence in Precincts two 
and four, Cronin was succesful in 
his bid for re-election over the 
re-election candidacy of James P, 
Hurrell of North Andover, winning 
by 438 votes, 

Cronin will now represent Pre« 
cincts one, five and six in Ando= 
ver and all of North Andover, His 
Andover vote was 3,870 to 1,167 
for Hurrell, 

Lafferty who was a sticker can- 
didate in the primary, scored well 
in Andover’s two precincts, two 
and four, topping Smith, 2,129 to 
1,235, but the vote in Lawrence 
smothered the local effort. 

In the other representative dis 
trict concerning Andover, Reps, 
Gerard A, Guilmette and John Ce 
Bresnahan were re-elected de= 
feating Philip C, Palombi of Law= 
rence, The two representatives 


serve Precinct three, 

It was the first time Andover 
voters in various precincts chose 
different representatives follow= 
ing the redistricting of the town 
last year, 

The vote was heavy and the sys= 
tem, punch cards instead of writ- 
ten ballots, was different, but 
worked smoothly, according to 
Town Clerk Irving O, Piper, ‘ 

The total town vote was known 
at 12:25 a.m. compared to the 
sunrise tabulations of past national 
and state elections when finalcom= 
putation could be as late as 4:30to 
5 a.m, 

Among the surprises in the ree 
sults was the voting for Presi= 
dent, The Nixon-Agnew team took 
the popularity of the town but the 
gap between their 5,464 and the 
4,726 garnered by Humphrey- 
Muskie was a bit surprising in 
this traditionally Republican com= 
munity, 

Only John F, Kennedy has scored 
a Democrat victory as a major 
candidate in Andover in recent 
years, That the difference in the 
vote was so close in this elec= 
tion, even though the Republican 
side won, was somewhat aston= 
ishing, 

William J, Donovan became the 
new County Commissioner in 
the overall balloting, although he 
did not take Andover. Donovan 
defeated the late C.F, NelsonPratt 
who died suddenly Tuesday night, 
Pratt carried Andover with 5,623

votes and his Republican counter= 
part, George Patten, scored 4,971 
here in a losing cause, 

The county commission will now 
be composed of all Democrats, as 
Daniel F, Burke of Lynnfield was 
re-elected and will join with Ed= 
ward Cahill of Lynn, also a Deme= 
ocrat, 

State Senator James P. Rurak of 
Haverhill was also re-elected, 
although not winning Andover’s 
endorsement. 

Congressman F. Bradford Morse, 
re-elected to a fifth term, was the 
top vote getter here, receiving 
8,506 votes over Robert C. Ma- 
guire of Lowell who received 
1,955. 

In other races, Executive Coun- 
cillor Thomas J. Lane of Law- 
rence was re-elected as well as 
Sheriff Roger E. Wells. 

John J. Buckley, former Law- 
rence mayor was voted into a full 
term as register of deeds and was 
the top Democratic vote getter 
in Andover. He received 8,033 
votes in his unopposed bid to re- 
tain the post to which he was ap- 
pointed following the death of G. 
Hudson Driver. 

In the several referenda items, 


local voters gave their opinion 
that the death penalty should be 
abolished. The question, last on 
the ballot, was an opinion item 
and not binding on the legislature. 

There were 126 partial ballots 
cast and over 500 absentee ballots 

The partial ballots were pro- 
vided to new residents of the com- 
munity who were allowed to vote 
for Presidential choice. In the 
partial computation, Nixon re- 
ceived 70 votes, Humphrey, 54 and 
Wallace two.

Americans probably think that the 
**Wall’* is all built and pretty much 
of a **dead issue,”’ 

It isn’t. , 

It is still being built, 

It is being re-enforced, 
being extended, 

In a sense the Berlin ‘‘Wall’* 
is not a wall, it is a series of ob= 
structions, In Berlin itself I 
counted seven to eight obstacles 
that comprise what is called the 
Berlin ‘‘Wall,”’ 

The first obstruction on the West 
Berlin side of the line is an actual 
wall made of bricks, stone, con= 
crete, and mortar, In many places 
it is 10’ to 12° high, In others it 
is lower or higher depending upon 
the area, 

The next obstruction is an ‘‘open 
area’ for perhaps 30-50 yards. 
Caution: it may be mined, It is 
in some places, 

Within this 30-50 yards (but 
beyond the mines) are four more 
rather interesting, but definite de- 
terrents, to anyone planning to 
stroll through the ‘‘open space.’* 

Still looking from West to East, 
the next obstruction is a line of 
steel, criss-crossed girders 
standing three to four feet high 
and set in the ground, These are 
anti vehicle or tank obstructions 
commonly used by armies when 
making defensive positions, Inci= 
dentally, these are the latest add- 
itions to the Berlin Wall com= 
plex, They are being erected now 
as you read this, I watched them 
being installed in Berlin behind 
the building of the largest news- 
paper publisher in West Gere 
many, the building of Axel Spring= 
er, publisher of seven newspapers, 
a few magazines, and numerous 
books,

The Berlin Wall Is Still Being Built And Reinforced

just about impossible to penetrate at present. The above photo 
(taken from the west side) shows steel obstructions about to be 
erected. An armed border guard (behind cab of truck) closely 
watched the workmen as construction proceeded. To date nearly 
100 have died attempting to flee to West Germany. 


the East Berlin workers erected 
the steel obstructions, soldiers 
were there guarding the workers, 
And rifles were very much in ev- 
idence, 

Beyond the steel obstructions is 
a line of posts containing elec- 
tric ‘‘eyes,’®? When something 
passes between the posts, analarm 
of some kind is activated, 

Beyond the electric ‘‘eyes’’ are 
nervous, pacing, and possibly 
hungry, German Shepherd dogs, 
They are chained so they can move 
a considerable distance parallel 
to the ‘‘*Wall’*, the electric 
*feyes’’, and the steel obstruc- 
tions, They cannot move much of 
a distance forward or backward, 

Located within the open swath, 
hut always in strategic places that 
provide a clear view is a series 
of watch towers, They stand per= 
haps 15° -20° high and are just 
big enough for two men or possib= 
ly three, These towers are filled 
with border guards, always un- 
known to each other, every min= 
ute of every day, night and day, 

The final component of the 
**Wall’’ is another concrete, brick, 
and stone wall, some 30-50 yards 
from the other, inside East Ber= 
lin, 

The description of the ‘*Wall”’ 
so far is what is seen in Berlin, 

What about outside of the city? 
Does the ‘*Wall’® continue? 

Yes indeed it does, but as it goes 
through the countryside, it take on 
another form, 

As the ‘*Wall”* goes into the open 
spaces, the wide swath continues, 
Fields have been bulldozed, trees 
cut down, all obstructions re- 
moved, Often the swath is 100 
yards or more, Behind the open 
space again are the inevitable 
watch towers containing the border 
guards -unknown to each other, 
Much of the open space is mined, 

In the rural areas instead of 
having a concrete, brick and stone 
wall, usually one sees two or some= 
times three chain link fences, ap- 
proximately 10° -12* ‘high and 
spaced several yards apart, 

In Lubeck, in NorthernGermany 
on the Baltic Sea, 1 watched holes 
being dug and posts erected as the 
fence (or fences) or the wall"

to the sea, 

It just so happened as I watched 
the construction from the West 
side from a distance of 100-200 
yards, several Germans and a few 
Norwegians also watched, At first, 
I was all alone and I was quite 
unaware that some 20-25 people 
had quietly walked into the field 
beside me to watch also, No one 
talked, except in whispers, The 
silence was grim. 

As I watched the spectacle, my 
escort, Peter Heim, a young 
teacher, who had gone on anerrand, 
came up to me and said: 

**Do you see the three soldiers 
over there?’’ 

**Yes,’’ I answered, 

**But,’* he added, ‘Do you see 
the two others?** 

I looked and looked and I didn’t, 
I thought he was mistaken, 

He asked me to look in another 
direction, across the field, well 
behind the workers by about 100

It also means that East Ger= 
many, always behind a _ wall, 
is essentially a prison, A prison 
keeps people ‘‘in,’® This is the in= 
tention here,

Without the ‘*Wall’® many, if not 
most, East Germans probably

certificate, as well as bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees accredited 
by local institutions, 

Western Electric has assigned 
an employee for the summer to 
work in Boston under the National 
Alliance of Businessman’s JOBS 
program to seek jobs for members 
of minority groups, The company 
has not been able to provide jobs 
at its North Andover operation be= 
cause of recent layoffs, . 

The Internal Revenue Service is 
handicapped in its desire to hire 
minority group employees because 
of the civil service examination 
and selection procedures,

individuals at two levels; as entry

During discussion it became ap= 
parent that there is no significant 
unemployment problem in Greater 
Lawrence, The minority popula- 
tion is relatively small; about 300 
Negroes and 4,000 Spanish-speak- 
ing (3,000 from Puerto Rico, with 
the rest coming from fifteen other 
countries) in Lawrence, Local in=

Editorial Comment 


Crime In Andover 


Somehow, we are disturbed at what we find to be a 
utopian attitude in Andover toward crime. 

It appears, from what we can determine, that Andover 
residents deplore the fact that their homes have been 
entered, items stolen and damage to property effected. 

We do not comment on the fact that the act itself is 
deplorable, but we do feel there is a responsibility to let 
other citizens of the community know of the unfortunate 
and disturbing incident. 

What we are saying is that too often in the recent wave 
of breaks, those afflicted have requested that no publicity 
be given the home entrance and the amount of loot taken. 

We are not employing scare tactics, by any means, but 
wouldn’t you like to know, for instance, that your neigh- 
bor’s home was broken into last night and $2,000 worth of 
personal property taken? 

Wouldn’t you like to know that the new color television 
delivered to your next door neighbor just last week, was 
lifted in apparently broad daylight by experts and filtered 
into a ‘‘fence’’ who will dispose of it for the expert 
thieves? 

How about juvenile deliquency? Does it exist in An- 
dover?-Of course it does. We have young people here who 
are equally disposed to criminal acts, as well as any other 
community in the United States. 

We are acquainted with the fact that three young men in 
Andover recently faced juvenile court for burning three 
chickens alive. 

Juvenile cases, of course, do not receive publicity due 
to an option allowed district court judges to keep them 
confidential, 

Our main point here, is that Andover is no different than 
any other community, with regard to its various problems. 


There will be house breaks and there will be continued 
delinquency problems. We can not hide from them, no 
matter how hard we attempt to keep our problems to our- 
selves. 

To have suffered personal property loss through crime 
is not something of which to be ashamed. 

Publicizing of such happenings can only alert the public 
to the fact that problems exist and we should be aware of 
what is happening. 

People should be aware of what is happening in their 
neighborhood and be alert to contact local police when 
something strange appears in their area. 

There are numerous ways in which local police can be 
kept informed of potential dangers. 

Strange persons or cars appearing in particular areas is 
one. 

Unusual salesmen appearing at the door — a possible 
indication of a potential television thief determining 
if anyone is at home, is another. 

The police are here to assist. Your help is needed if 
crime in Andover is to be alleviated. Your taxes are pro- 
portionately devoted to crime prevention. Use them well. 


Adjoining Problems 


While Andover continues to talk about a new public 
safety center, at least it is comforting to know that a fire 
station is nearby. 

Here in Andover, there are three fire stations, the Cen- 
tral station and two sub-stations which answer the needs 
of the community. Emergency facilities are available and 
readily accessible to all areas of the town. 

In the adjoining town of North Andover, however, such 
conditions fail to exist. 

Last Sunday a house fire in a remote part of the 
suburban community, but an area which is being constant- 
ly developed, destroyed what was referred to as a com- 
paratively well built summer home. 

It took firefighters in the suburban town almost one-half 
hour to reach the scene, and the time element is not meant 
to be derogatory to operatives of the apparatus. 

The town needs a sub station — an item which has faced 
the community’s town meeting for a number of years and 
annually been rejected due to economy. 

The town has land available in the center, such as 
Drummond playground, thus eliminating the cost of land 
acquisition, Cost of a sub station would be expensive and 
maintenance of the facility also a factor in the commu 
nity’s economy.

It seems peculiar for the TOWNSMAN to comment on 
problems of another community. In this particular instance, 
however, we feel there is need for attention to this pro- 


blem in the adjoining town. 


Under mutual aid conditions which exist among town and 
city fire departments, sections of Andover could well be 
served quickly in an emergency by a sub station located 
in the so-called upper section of North Andover. 

In an emergency time is of the essence. We feel, even 
if it be selfishly, that North Andover residents should face 
up to the need of protecting the rapidly developing areas 
in the outlying sections of town.
